— The ncti<»n of the 
stewards of the S.ira .\ss<M*iatimi in warnin *4 
‘*Dr<»a 4 lway .\lec*’ Smith away from the e 4 Uirs«* 
yesterday was wi«h*ly 4 lis<*nss«*d last ni^ht and to- 
day. 'Phe eh.iri^e atrainst Smith is that he has 
Ueeii tryin;: to persuath* j«n*k«*ys to |uill Imrses so 
that he <*oiild lay as^ainst llu*tn. Two t»f the j<H*keys 
lu* is sai«l to have trietl t«» do husim*.ss with ar** 
IDidtk<‘ an«i .Mmintain. Tlu*re an* «dhers that he is 
said to have approaclu*d. hut thos<* ar<* Hie only 
lK*ys whose names tin* Jockey Cluh would make 
puhli<*. 

It s<*eins that Da* some time the officials of the 
Jm*ke.v Cluh hav«* km»wn that sfune one has Iweu 
try in;: t«* fix races. Finally their suspicions r»*ste«l 
on Smith ami they started tin* Dink«‘rtons on an 
investl«athui. 'Plie latter are said to have caught 
Smith in the act of tryln;: to persuade some jockeys 
t«» race t<i his orders and the rulin;r followed. 

While no official announcement has l»een made 
it Is iimleratoiMl that a layer who does business 
on a larffe scale is un*ler suspi(*ion in eonnection 
with the eas«* and that before it is cleared up lu* 
t»io will he rnlcil »»fT. 

Smith professes i*4»iiiplete lc:norane«* of the nature 
of the eomplaints iii.uh* airaliist him ami inaiiitaliis 
l»erfeet iiimK*eii(*e of any wn*m;-«h*in;:. He said that 
lie did know most of the jo« keys. as in his eapa«*ity 
ns an athlete in the i>uhli<* eye he had met many 
jmkeys, who also are public eharacters, and had 
fornieil some friemlships aimui;; them. Ills only 
as-siM-iation with the joikeys iiMiiied at any tinu* 
recently lu* said, had heen in playing billiards and 
bowling with them, ami oecasioually meetiug them
